Theſe Conſiderations were 
very plauſible z and their fair Shew 
had a great power to effacinate

Prefident Bourdeaux the French 
Embaſſador at Loxdox aſlur'd his 
Maſter, that the Zzgliſh would 
conſerve the Peace, and continue 
their intelligence with that 
Crown ; nevertheleſs, the people 
of Bourdeaux did not abſolutely de- 
ſpair, but that at length ſome re- 
ſolution would be taken for their 
relief, flattering themſelves, that 
when the peace with the Mollan- 
der (at that time in Agitation) 
ſhould be concluded, and thoſe 
differences compos'd, they would 
apply them(clves to their intereſts 
and ſupvort. | 

In the mean time the Spaniard 
uſed all poſſible Arc ro propagate 
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their troubles, and make his ad- 
vantage thereby. But his Indian 
Fleet being inſufficient, and his 
Treaſure at home too ſmall to ſa- 
tisfie all ſollicitations, and main- 
tain War in ſo many places z be- 
ſides, the Kingdoms and States 
under the dominion of that Mo- 
narchy, being almoſt depopulatre 
with long Wars, and by conſe- 
quence.unable to afford them ſuf- 
ficient ſupplies of men, they were 
forc't to addreſs themſelves to the 
Engliſh for a certain number '6ut 
of treland,which were imm<diate- - 
ly raif'd and tranſported, to evacu- 
ate that Countrey of ſuch perfons 
as were Cathelicks, and ill-affe&ed 
tothe new Commonwealth, In 
Germany and other parts they cauld 
make no levies atall; inſomuch 
that: being uncapalle of making 
any bel of ſo benigne a Con- 
juncture, it made the weak- 
neſs of the Spaniard more then 
C 2 ordi- 
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orginarily conſpicuous. 

To the reinforcement of the 
Princes party 2000 1rijh were ſent 
at ſeveral times into Guzenne. 
The Marqueſs of Santa Croce had 
Orders to refit the Navy in the 
Bay of Bi({cay, the Baron Batteville 
to beat up his drums for men, 
and to provide Ammunition and 
all Accommodation for their 
ſpeedy return into the Garorne 
beſides which, large Promiſes, and 
a conſiderable ſum of ready money 
was ſent to Bovurdeanx, and into 
Flanders to haſten new Levies, and 
reinforce thoſe Armies, that by 
the aſfitance of the Prince of 
Condy and his party, they might 
be able to make a vigorous In- 
road upon the Frexch on that fide, 
whilſt the forces of Bourd:aux 
gave them ſtrong and conſicerable 
diverſion on the other, 

The money which was remitted 
was very welcom to thoſe that 


had | 
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had the good fortune to-regeive 
it, who, for the moſt part, miſ- 
appli'd it, and converted to their 
own, what was intended for the 
publick uſe; by which means the 
defignes and deliberations of the 
Catholick Court, were not only 
retarded, but oftimes precipita- 
ted; for being. ſo remote from 
thoſe - Provinces in which the 
War was carried on, it could not 
contribute nor proportion its Re- 
cruits,according to the ſuddenneſs 
and variety - of -the - Accidents 
which hapned-; an inconvenience 
of great importance to;-; that 
Crown, by which' the wiſeſt and 
moſt prudent of their reſoiutions 
have been many times enervated 
and loſt, 

Totheſe Reaſons another may 
be added, and that is that the 
Royal Conncil of Sp4iz was from 
time to time deluded by the ſuc- 
cc{live relations they receiv'd from 
C 3 the 
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the Erexch in their ſervice, who 
(magnifying the power and in- 
tereft of their party,and villifying 
that of the Kings) fill'd the heads 
even of the graveft of them, with 
vain and 'impertinent hopes, and 
they taking - their meaſures ac- 
cordingly, found themſelves at laſt 
not only miftaken , but inyolvwd 
in. greater diftculties- then be- 
fore, | 
On the other fide, the French 
being an united and entire body, 
able to derive '\Orders 'jmmediatly 
to its: ſeveral members; and be- 
wg animated and 'direfted in 
their affairs by Cardinal Mazariy, 
a Perſon of miraculous knowledge 
in the nature ahd intereſt of all 
Nations ; no wonder, if he knew 
how to make his advantages, and 
apply remedies to the maladies of 
that Country, which without his 
Judgment and dilligence , would 


by degrees have grown incurable. 
In 
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In the mean time then, whilſt in 
the Court of Spain they were con- 
triving expedients to foment the 
troubles in France; and in France 
the Cardinal was as buſie to re- 
invigorate the declining Grandeur 
of that Kingdom: the Generals 


of the Armies on both ſides, omir- 


ted no opportunities that might 
advance the intereſt of their ſeve- 
ral Princes, The Count Marcin, 
General for the Prince of Cone in 
Gnienne, deſirous to enlarge his 
Quarters, by the raking in of 
ſach' places as were moſt 'eafie to 
be attaqu'd, he commanded out 
Colonel Baltaſſar with 800 Irijb,to 
tall upon Grenada on the Garonye in 
the County of Grave, as a place 
which would facilitate his paflage 
iat9 the County's of Armaniack 
and 4” Auches: The Szeur Baz en- 
deavor'd to poſſeſs Mmſelf of -a 
Pals upon the River call'd £4 dou- 
xana, hoping to force theChevalter

$2 The Þiſtozy of 
&e Aubeterre to abandon thoſe pla- 
ces, that he might enter with great 
profit and advantage. to himſelf 
and his Party: But Menfieur 4d? 
Anbeterre, having intelligence of 
his d-{i>n, with a Party of 300 
Horſe, and ſome.commanded Mus- 
quetiers, fell ſo furioufly npon his 
Forlorn {which conſiſted of ſome 
tele&t Horſe and Foot drawn out 
of their Groſs) that without ſo 
much as drawing a ſword,they be- 
took themſelyes to their heels, 
part of them being drown'd in 


the River, *and--part taken Priſo+ _ 


ners by the enemy. 

The inhabitants of Sarlat,being 
much infeſted by theGarriſons be- 
longing tothe Princes, rook heart 
at this good ſucceſs, and ſignifi'd 
tothe Marqueſs of Sovebeuf, that 
if he pleasd to advance at a_cer- 
tajn time Fith his Troops, they 


would receive him into the Town 


by a private Water-courſe which 
| ran 
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ran under the Town-wall: but 
that delign miſcarrying -, the 


 Towns-men attempted to corrupt 


ſome of the Officers of the Gar- 
riſon, whom they perceiv'd diſ- 
contented with their General ; 
and having concluded an intelli- 
gence with them: they gave no- 
tice thereof tothe Duke of Can- 
dale, who ſending them a party of 
four hundred men under the Com- 
mand of the Count Aasrin: On 
the 23. of May; an houre bzfore- 
day, they were receiv'd by the 
Sicur Boreel, Advocate and Coun- 
{:llor for the City, where having 
joyn'd with what forces. could be 
made in the Town, they- march'd 
immediately. to the Biſhops. Pa+ 
lace, where Chavagnac was quar- 
terel at that time. Chavagnac be- 
ing awak'd with the noiſe, leap'd 
out of his bed, and endeaver'd' to 
eſcap? in his ſhirt, bat he was 
purſued by the Citizens and taken 

Cs Pri-, 
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Priſoner. The main Guard inthe 
Market-place made ſome little 
defence, till the Sicur Boiſmale, 
their Lieutenant Colonel, three 
Captains, and other inferiour Ot- 
ficers were ſlain, Chambelley their 
Camp: Maſter, della Roche their 
Field-Marſhal; and the reſt of the 
Officers who- had barricadoed 
themſelves up inthe houſes, ſur- 
'Tendred, and veluntarily trook-up 
Arms for the King. 

This fortunate Acquiſition was 
ſeconded by the taking in of ſeve- 
ral other places and walledTow ns, 
in which the Princes forces wzre 
quartered: ſo that the Kings Army 
advancing towards Bordeaux on all 
ſides, and the City every day 
ftreightned' more then other, the 
ſober and more provident part of 
them, were inno little diſtraction 
to conſider the conſequences which 
were too likely to follow, they 
foreſaw;that without a ſuddeu and 
| 4 
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a vigorous ſupply (the Kings Ar- 
my encreafing daily as it did) all 
would in a ſhort time be reduc'd 
to the utmoſt extremity, 

The City of Bordeaux was at 
this time capable of relief but two 
ways, either | from - England or 
Spain, To which end the 'Sieur 
de Conppes, and - Count Marſin's 
Secretary were diſpatch'd to Saint 
Sebaſtian, and from thence to the 
Court of Spain toſollicit the per- 
formance of their Promiſes made 
for "the ſupport of thoſe - Parts, 
which being the moſt expos'd of 
all the Provinces and Cities in 
France, brought Bordeaux into a 
dilemma 'of becoming a prey to 
thoſe that fought againſt it, or 
thoſe which defended it. 

In the mean time, the Sieur de 
Saint Azolin had not ben waating 
in his ſolicitations in $pazs, to prels 
the diſpatch of their Fie-t, and 
the ſupplies of money which Oy 

: .cn 
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bin promiſd, and atlaſt prati- 
{.d in the name of his Maſter the 
Prince of Condy, that unleſs a 
conſiderable ſum was ſent before 
the laſt of that month (which was 
February) he ſhould be conſtrain'd 
to depart. They had already diſ- 
burs'd 100000 Crowns , which 
they had ſent to Bordeaux ; but 
upon the Arrival of Je Chouppes, 
who was immediately followed 
by a Deputy from the Counſel of 
0/mijera: the Court of Spain being 
folly inform'd 'of the danger all 
Guienne was in, by the vigilancy of 
Cardinal Mazarin, they immedi- 
ately diſpatch'd 30000 Piſtols to 
Biſcay, with peremptory, Orders to 
put forth {ix of their moſt conſt- 
derable Ships, and four Fireſhips, 
with all poſſible diligence, that 
thcy might force their way- into 
the Garonne, and oppoſe them- 
ſelv s againſt the French, 

The {aid Perſons were likewiſe 
im- 
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immediatly returned with 150000 
Crowns more for the Prince of 
Conde ; and becauſe it was concei- 
ved, that the Sieur Lenet had not 
obſerv'd the reſpe&t which was 
due to the Prince of Conty,by rea- 
ſon of his particular intrmacy and 
correſpondence which he held 
with Conte Marfin, who had no 
oreat veneration for the ſaid 
Prince; there were Inſtructions 
given by the Spaniſh Minifters, 
which way they ſhould condu& 
themſelves ſor. the future, -in the 
maintenance and ſupport of the 
Condean Party, But the Conner 
4 Ognons Accommodation with 
the King of France, Cid not a little 
tartle Dozx Lewis de Haro, and the 
reſt of the Grandees of the Coun. 
cil; the foundation they had laid 
upon the fidelity of this Cavalier, 
(who had franckly undertaken the 
defence of Gujenpe) being taken a- 
way, and no grounds left for any 
future. 
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future reſolution, by reaſon of the 
inconſtancy of the Frexch . ' who 
would promiſe the higheſt fidelity 
one day, and the'next day leave 
them in the lurch. So that the 
Kings party increaſing hourly in 
thoſe patts, and the Princes grow- 
ing every day weaker, their -ap- 
prehenſions could not but be very 
oreat z nevertheleſs, in this very 
Exigence,the Court of Spain fail'd 
not to fend their Orders, to ſuggeſt 
their Counſels, to tranſmit Men 
and Money, as far as the utmoſt of 
their power and ability would ex- 
tend, 

Not long after, the Bren 
Batteville repreſented to the Court 
the difficulty of getting in to 
the Garonne , unleſs he were re- 
inforc'd with a much ftronger 
Squadron of Ships. Twenty thou- 
ſand Crowns were immediatly diſ- 
patcl'd to him with new Orders to 


ſhip himſelf upon the aforeſaid fix 
ws Men 
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Men of war and to put 500 7rifh 
into Bordeaux: But affairs chang= 
ing daily their fate, it was necef- 
ſary to change Counſels as often, 
and Battewille being, unable to ex- 
ecute them without further ſup- 
plies, their Commands were -re- 
ccived oftner then pat in exe- 
cution. 

Afrer this, the Marqueſs of Zs- 
fgnan was diſpatch'd in great haſte 
from Fordeaux to Madrid,where he 
Arrived'in May. The pretence of 
this Embaſſy was to complement 
his Catholick Majeſtie, npon the 
recovery of theQueen, who had had 
the ſmall Pox, with great danger 
of her life, beſides the King him- . 
ſelf had been 'ilt five or fix days 
of a Feaver : "But the intrinſfick 
reaſon was the ſoliciting for freſh 
forces in reſpe& the Frexch had 
made themſelves Maſters of the 
Garonne, and fortified it ſo, thar ir 
would be no eaſy matter to remove 


them 
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them-;5 and by conſequence the 
Kings Army increaſing without 
interruption;as it did, it muſt needs 
follow that Boxrdeaux muſt. bs 
loſt. 

Lupenan had many fair Promi- 
ſes, 200000 Crowns were deli- 
verd to him , and the Dil- 
patches for the Ships from . Por? 
fe Paſſage conſigned to him: 
Not long after-, that. deſign 
being look'd upon as impeſ- 
ible, Battiville had new Inſtructi- 
ORs, if it were-poſhble, to get into 
Bourde anx by 5h Lake of Arca: 
208,With all imaginable diligence, 
to keep that people in their fideli- 
ty, and ſupport as much as in him 
lay, the | 4 ſpirits of the 
Prince of Copty, and the reſt of 
the Officers in his Party. He had 
Orders moreover to propoſe three 
things to them, viz. .Whe- 
ther they would have the Spaniſh 
Fleet force its way up the River 
Garonne, 
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Garonne, and fight them z Whe- 
ther they would have them clap 
before the Month of the River, 
and lie there z Or whether they 
thought-ir' not more convenient 
for them to cruſe along the Coafts 
of Britain and Normandy ; and by 
alarming them in thoſe parts, give 
them a diverſion in Gutenne. 

Nine hundred more 1r;ſh were 
diſpatch'd into'Guienxne, and Let- 
ters ſent Peſt te the Arch-Duke, 
and the Minifters in Flanders, that 
they ſhould rake the Field with all 
Expedition, that they-ſhould ſup- 
—ply the Prifice of Coxdy with 
200000 Crowns more for the re. 
inforcement of his Troops, to put 
him into a Condition to march 
immediatly for Fraxce- 

The Spaniard confidering,. that 
Mazarine being in all likelihood 
thereby conſtrained, to draw down 
what force he could make againſt 
that Invaſion, would not be able 
ro 
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| topurſue his Enterprizes againſt 
Guienne , but by conlequence 
give them opportunity to make 
Proviſions for the defence of that 
Province, But neither in this 
could the Spaniard compaſs his de- 
fieng forthe Ship which carried | 
the 300000 Crowns into Flan- | 
ders, to haſten that Aﬀair, falling 
unluckily into the hands of the 
Engliſh, they 'made no 'ſcruple to 
ro ſeize upon it, (thongh the 
King of Spain was at that time 
in Amity with 'that Nation) 'and 
to {top the'Ship likewiſe for ſome 
time, it being a Pwrch bottom, © 
Nor was this Miſcarriage to 
be imputed to the negligence of | 
the Miniſters, but to the nncer- 
tainty of humane accidents, which 
many-times run counter, though | 
managed and contrived by K4 
beſt Counſels in the World, 
Beſides theſe ſums, 30000 Pi- 
ftols more were ſent to: the Fleet, 
with 
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with expreſs Orders to Batteville, 
ro iy all ways of introducing 
himſelf into the Garonne, and open 
a Paſſageinto the Town; to which 
end, and no other, that ſum was 
intended, 

At the ſame time, the Count 
de Fieſco and ſeveral other perſons 
went alſo into Spain, to repreſent 
the neceſſities of thoſe parts, and 
to {ollicit for relief. [Bur ſome are 
of opinion, the chief end of theſe 
journeys, was toreceive Preſents 
and Gratuities, which the Kingiof 
Spain diſtributed very liberally- to 
all French-men that came 'to his 
Court z ſo that many pretended to 
joyn with him, more to be nibling 
at his money, then - out of any 
true ſervice they intended him 
and it is believ'd, that if the mo- 
ney he in this manner diſtributed 


. among the Frexch-men, were fair- 


ly computed, it would appear ſuf- 
ficieat to have conquered a whole 
King- 
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Kingdom , and y= either by their 
treachery or inexperience,al/theſe 
vaſt (ums were utterly loft, and 
theſe grear preparations become 
entirely ineffectual, 

In the meantime the Duke of 
Vandoſme, was employ'd in haſten- 
ing the building of Ceſars Fort up- 
on the Garonne, as likewiſe ano» 
ther in the Countrey betwixt the

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The reſt indeed had followed their 
Example, out of a ſcruple they 
had taken up, that they could not 
1n conſcience ſerve the Spaniard, 
becauſe of the League and Amity 
at that time betwixt them and the 
Engliſh, to whom they were pro- 
ae. But Marſon foreſee- 
ing the danger, had provided ve- 
, politickly againft it, by con- 

ring the Officers of their Ter- 
tia's to put Hoſtages into his 
hands. 

The loſs of Lermoxt was a cool- 
ing Card to the Bordelets, it being 
of ſuch importance, that by the ta- 
king'of it;theKings Army intercep- 
ted the benefit of the River,in.the 
dominion of which their loſs or 
ſecurity conſiſted, 

Notwithſtanding all theſe ad- 
vantages, the King defiſted nor. 
from his Overtures of Peace,with 
the milder ſort of his Rebels,and 


that in ſuch manner as gave them 
more 
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more aſſurance of his Pardon,thea 
ſuſpicion of his revenge; ſo.that in 
the Month of May he publiſh'd an- 
other {General Amneſty , in ſuch 
terms. as demonſtrated his incli- 
nation. to: be leſs vindicative then 
merciful. Upon this Proclama- 
tion the Bowrdelots call'd a General 
Aſſembly in the Town-Hall,where 
it was conſulted, Whether it was 
better to accept of this A@ of 
Oblivion, and put an end to their 
miſeries, or perſiſt in. their Contus 
macy, The ſober part was of 0+ 
pinion, it was more expedient for 
ſubjects to live xn obedience to 
their natural Prince, then: in the 
ſhadow of liberty under a ſtranger, 
The fear of the 0/miera made eve- 
ry body ſtartie, yet in private, 
things were largely debated by 
lome of the 6lmieſts; but the ob- 
ſtinacy of the Populacy, could nor 
be.over-ruled by any politick con- 
liderations, As if they had been 


all 
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all -bewitch'd by the Spaniards, 
they were poſl<ſt with an opinion 
that they ſhould be ſet at liberty 
immediately z they perſwaded 
themſelves they ſhould have what- 
ever they defir'd: they believ'd no- 
thing but what agreed with their 
own imaginations ; and conclu- 
ding they had that ſure in their 
own hands, which was but the 
falſe reflexion of the Artifice of 
the Princes ; they reſolv'd, That 
no Amneſty ſhould be propos'd or 
accepted, but ſuch in which the 
confent- and ſatisfa@tion of the 
Prince of Coxay ſhould concur, for 
whoſe ſake they had taken Arms, 
and brought the War home to 
their own doors; and if any ſhould 
be ſo audacious to deliver his opi- 
nion to the contrary, as a Trai- 
tor to his' Countrey ; he was 
to be thrawn headlong into the 
River. They argued, that the 


Offers made them by the Court,

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was but the effe&t of their weak. 
neſs, and the produd& of neceſfi- 
ty, rather then any Compaſſon' 
to them; and in that mind they 
ſuppoſ'd themſelves able to juſti- 
fy their diſobedience to the Kings 
eſpecially if by their ſollicitatioas 
in England, they: could prevail 
with Cromwell to undertake their 
defence , they daubted nor in 
that caſe, bur under his prote&ion 
they ſhould be' able. to vindicarte 
their liberty,” and ſhake off their 
Dependance upon their natural 
Prince, But theſe being the di- 
ates of fury and paſſion , ra- 
ther: then rational deduRions ; it

that Kingdom ; That his greateſt

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cifticulty would be to preſerve 
himſelf againſt his enemies at 
home; That if he could not reduce 
the Prince of Coxay to his Alle- 
e1ance, (whoſe mind was elated 
with high hopes and advanta- 
ges, he expected from Spaine) it 
would be his beſt way by all poſ- 
{ible means to leſſen his party and 
reputation 1 France , ſo as he 
might be left as it were a bare 
Commander of Spanizrds , who 
being to recompence him for the 
lofles he received in France, and 
to maintain him in the Quality 
of firſt Prince of the blood, would

In the mean time the Prince of 
Condy (eem'd to be nnconcern'd at 
waat paſt, though,to ſpeak truth, 
he wanted wherewithal to recom- 
pence, or repair the - loſſes his 
friends receiv'd in their own 
Countrey, the ſupplies he had 
from Spain being too (mall for his 
own private expences, much leſs 
toremunerate thoſe who had ſer- 
ved him. He would:have com- 
plied notwithſtanding,if theKing's 
Council could have been brought 
D 3 to 
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tO condeſcend to his termes,which 
11 that caſe it is poſſible he would 
have moderated; but, as when 
he had a num:rous train of dif. 
contented perſons attending him 
it was then of importance to re- 
concile himy ſo now when he 
was as it were alone, and aban- 
doned by all of them, it was not 
thonght neceffary to continue ther 
G_ oraſmuch as in 
that condition he would be rather 
a trouble and expence ts the Spa- 
niards, then of any uſe and advan- 
rage: ſo that according to the 
Cardinals Judgment, there was 
leſs danger in remaining abroad 
then in his return, for being 
a Prince ambitious of honour 
and” reputation, he ſuppoſed he 
could hardly comport with the 
Spaniards, Who were no leſs am- 
bitious then himfelf ; and that 
tie frankneſs and liberty of the 
Freach, would not accommodate 
with 
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wich their gravity and reſerved- 
nels. The Prince was of an hu- 
mour ſo haughty and di{dainfal, 
it could not but become odious to 
the Grandees of Spain, who ſtood 
much upon the Ceremony and, 
Pun&ilioz beſides the natural 
antipathy betwixt the Nations g 
and his ignorance in their Lan- 
guage muſt of neceſſity produce 
{ome inconveniences, ſeeing he 
could not ſpeak ſo as to make 
himſelf underſtood or obey'd by 
the ſeveral Nations in the Spaxiſþ 
Army. And if it ſhould fo happen, 
that by his extraordinary valour 
he ſhould atchieve any thing ex- 
traordinary, it would but make 
them jzalous and emulous of his 
glory, and let his Actions be what 
they would, he ſhould be always 
look'd upon in Spazz, not only as 
a Foreigner, but as a. Conipicu- 
ous Prince of an Enemies Coun- 


trey, who might every moment 
D 4 find: 
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find out ſome way or other to re- 


ain himaf they pleas'd. 

But if his fortune ſhould be ad- 
verſe, his loſs would be accompa- 
nied with diſdain and regret, for 
having conſumed as much gold for 
the ſupport of one perſon,as would 
have ſufficed to have maintained 
a whole Army. So that when e- 
ver the Prince came to any differ- 
ence or rupture with the Spaxiard, 
it muſt needs redound to' the ad- 
vantage of France, becauſe in 
that caſe it would fall out, either 
the Spaniards would deſtroy him,or 
he ruine the Spaniard; fo that 
the leaving the Prince ſtill in rheir 
hands would beſo great-a burden 
to them, that in ſtead of giving 
them the aſſiſtance they expected, 
he would be an impediment and 
obſtruction to all their deliberati- 
ONS. 

Again, if the Prince ſhould be 
reſtor'd, and the affairs of Frence 
{uc- 
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ſucceed to advantage, the honour 
would be attributed wholly to his 
condu&tz and adding new luſtre 
to his former reputation, he 
would be able to eclipſe the glory 
of other veople; (5 that reaſſuming 
his old ſ-ntimeats of giving, not 
receiving Lawes , the good Go- 
vernment would becom confuſed 
and diſtracted, which under a Mo- 
narchy ought to acknowledge but 
one Maſter : beſides which, they 
ſhould want occaſion to evince., . 
that in France there were other 
Captains as conſiderable as he,con- 
trary to what theRoyal Council of 
Spain had given out. The King of 
France, out of his inexpreſſible 
clemency would have condeſcend- 
ed to have received the Prince a- 
gain into his favour, if without 
concerning himſelf in the affairs 
of that Kingdom , he could have 
reſolved to have retired out of 
France into ſom unſuſpected State, 
| D 5 and 


58 . The hiſto of 
and quietly enjoy the profits of 
his Revenue, till the War were 
ended, Burt being in the flower 
of his Age, and accuſtomed to 
command, he was too paſſionately 
addicted to honor © (which is ac- 
quir'd by labour and pains ) to 
make himſclfa flave tro his own 
quiet and repoſe. 

Upon theſe Maxims the French 
intereſt being managed, and the 
Cardinal proceeding with all cour* 
tefie and demonſtration of Kkind- 
nels, his Miniſtery being full 
of ſweetneſs and Moderation, (pre- 
rending to revenge himſelf no fur- 
ther of his enemies, then by ma- 
king himſelf known to be a good 
man anda vertuous, the acrimo- 
ny and diſguſt at his Adminiſtra- 
tion (which had been infus'd in- 
to the fancies of the people, by a 
few ſeditious perſons,) began to 
clear up and diſpel, The firſt ef- 
tes of this alteration was ſeen in 
Paris, 
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Paris, where his Reputation ha - 
ving been more wounded then i 
any other part of the Kingdom 
the Citizens touch't with Remorſe 
for what they had done, thought 
themſelves obliged to make ſome 
publick manifeſtation of theirRe- 
prmency » Which they perform'd 

y inviting him on the29,of March 
1653.to a moſt ſumptuous Dinner. 
in the Town-Hall, an honour ſel- 
dom ſhewn in France, but to ſome 
oreat Prince, 

The Cardinal went thither, ac- 
companied by ſeveral Grandees of 
tae Court, and the Principals of 
the Counſel of the Communalty 
of Paris) where he receiv'd a Din- 
ner ſo pompouſly prepar'd, and 
ſcrv'd up with ſo great demonſtra- 
tion of affe&ion | Ha the people, 
(with whom the great Piazza cal- 
led the Greve, was full) rhat I 
my ſelf being there in curiofity a- 
mong the reſt, heard his name 
very 
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very frequent among their Accla- 
mations, heard them applaud his 
management, and curſe thoſe who 
had miſrepreſented him, with an 
aſtoniſhment equal to the facility 
wherwith thoſe animals paſs from 
one extream of contempt , to the 
other of honor and eſteem, 

The Cardinal appear'd to them 
ſeveral times at the window , and 
cauſed ſeveral ſorts of money to 
be thrown out among them, who 
return'd their thanks in extraor- 
dinary Applauſes: The Citizens 
drank his health very often, and 
did him all the Honors could be 
expreſt to a chief Miniſter, Whilſt 
he was at Dinner, the Rooms, 
and Hall were as full of the Citi- 
zens Wives as they could hold, 
who were come thither as fine as 
they could make them(elves, to 
behold a man, who- (as they call'd 
him) was the Miracle of Nature, 
The Cardinal treated them with 
all 
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all imaginable Civility, diftribu- 
ting Sweet-meats and other Jun- 
kers amongſt them in abundance: 
When he went down the ftairs he 
ſtop'd very often, diſcourfing ſom- 
times with one,and ſomtimes with 
another s . and though he was 
then in the fight of the whole F;- 
4224, there was not one of the un- 
ruly and inſolent multitude which 
gave him the leaſt i1] word, but all 
ſaluted him with benedictions and 
well-wiſhes for his health;with the 
ſame noiſe and acclamation they 
follow'd him to hisCoach,only one 
of them was obſervd to cry, Per mie 
fe voi non ſeteMazarino ma #3 hono- 
rats huomo,In my conſcience you are 
not Aſazariye,but an honeſtGentle- 
man, Every one ſtrove to ſee him, 
and to be ſeen by himz Their Au- 
gury was good, and the event was 
ſuicable,thcir happy Annunciations 
correſponding in their effe&s, for 
the Prince of Coxdy's Troops under 


theCommand of the Count de Co- 


ligny, 
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ligny, being drawn out to fall up- 
on Cowviy, a little Town upon 
theRiver. Noiran,they were catch'd 
in an Ambuſcade by the Count 
de Beaujeun, cut to' piecesz and 
Colieny and others of the principal 
Officers taken Priſoners, which 
the Court looking ugon as a good 
omen, concluded the Duke of Z- 
ſpernon Governour-General of Bur- 
gundy ſhould commence the En- 
terpriſe againſt Belleg rd. 

After the Surrender of the 
Caſtle of Dijon, Burgunay was in 
no ſmall diſtraction, by the conti- 
nual excurſions of that Garriſon 
that continually infeſted theCoun- 
trey: to reſtrain their Extravi- 
gancies, the aforeſaid Duke clapt 
a Garriſon into the Caſtle of Pag- 
#9, which was not far off, but 
wanting ſtrength ſufficient to re- 
duce it, he hearkned to certain 
Propoſitions made him by the 


Creatures of the Prince of Coxay, 
who 
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who had ſome thoughts of put- 
ting it into his hands, as being ve- 
ry hard to be kept in reſpe@ of its 
(cituation, which was in the midſt 
of the Kings Provinces, But that 
treaty being interrupted by the 
high demands of the Governour 
thereof rheMarquels de Battewille, 
the Duke of Eſpernon made Pre- 
parations to beſiege it z and be- 
ing advisd, that thoſe of the 
Franche County, (though at that 
time in Neutrality) might break 
with them, andrelieve it, he dif- 
patch'd a Meflenger to the Mare 
qu<ſs de Saint Martino, and the 
Sicur de Ces, the principal Dire» 
ors of his Cathelick Majeſties Af. 
fairs in that Province, and was 
aſſured from- them, they had no 
iarention nor thought of breaking. 
their Neutrality: Being encou- 
rag'd likewiſe by the Burgundians, 
who to draw the thorn our of their 
ewn foot, had undertaken to pro- 
| vade 
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vide them money, and all neceſ. 
ſary  Provifiens for that Enter- 
prize: the Duke paſt the Soar 
at Saint Fo, de Loſne: the Mar- 
queſs of Yxelles marched from 
Challoxs to Verdun with what. 
ſouldiers he could draw out of the 
adjacent Garrifons, which being 
rendezyouz'd, amounted in all to 
about 4000 men, under the Com- 
mand of the ſajd Uxelles and Ron- 
celleres, both of them Licutenant- 
Generals. Oa the 19, of May, the 
Duke of Eſperzon poſleſt himſelf 
of the Poſts of Chamblaxc and Pa- 
vy, whilſt the other took their ſta- 
tions at Caſelles and Saint George, 
and beginning their intrench- 
ments, they approach'd with their 
Artillery, battering it in two ſe- 
veral places: and a while after, 
on the other ſide of the River, 
where the Sieur at $7. Qu; 3tin pla- 
ced himſelf with 400 Muſquetiers, 
The Bcfeged defended chemſelves 
| COu- 
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couragiouſly, and by frequent Sal- 
lies endeayor'd to interrupt the 
advancement of the Royalliſts to- 
wards the Foſs: But Roncelleres 
having got as far as the Counter- 
ſcarp, diverted the water, and 
filld- up the ' Ditch with Bavins 
and Timber, he began a Mine un- 
der the Bulwark towards the Ri- 
ver: Batteville deſpairing- of re» 
liefs and in go condition to de- 
fend himſelf long, ſignified to the 
Duke, that amongſt Chriftians it 
was never the Cuſtom to proceed 
to an allault before 'Summons was 
oiven ; and therefore he defir*d to 
know, upon what-grounds he was 
ſo ſeverely dealt with. The Duke 
Y of Zſpernos replied, that that in- 
deed was the Practice againſt law- 
ful enemies, but not againſt Re- 
bels ; and that he was reſolv'd not 
to defer the affaulr, ſeeipg his 
Troops were then ready to fatl on; 
but being! perſwaded from that 
aſperity 
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aſperity by the Officers of his 
Army, as a thing which many 
times precipitate men into deſpair, 
he comply'd; more for the pre- 
(ſervation of his own., then any 
Compaſſion for the enemie z 0 
that upon the $. of Fuze, the 
Articles being ſigned, Bazteville 
march'd out of the Town with 
700 men, upon very honourable 
Conditions, and was, conducted to 
Stexay. The Bargundians were 
very much conſolated with the 
reducement of this Town: for by 
that they acquired the peace and 
tranquillity of their whole Pro- 
vince: the Duke of Eſpernoy ac- 
cording to his Promiſe, cauſed it 
to be diſmantled, whereby the 
paſſage of the Sons was left open, 
and the people excus'd frem the 
=o Contributions they would 
ave been neceſſitated to pay the 
Garcriſon,to keep them from plun- 
dring, aud the ill treatment of the 
Soldiers, The 
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The Army which took in this 
Town,was divided afterwards,and 
part of it (ent to the Mareſchal 
Turenne, Who was then preparing 
with all ſpeed, and almoſt ready 
to take the-field z the reft were 
commanded to the Mareſchal dells 
Ferte Seneterra, who was at that 
time upon the Frontiers of Loraixy 
and had taken ſeveral Caſtles 
from the Enemie in the Tetrito- 
ries of Yerdun, 

Theſe good Beginnings were 


followed by an Exploit (as beld 


aS unexpected) perfornd by the 
Count Byoglia, Governour of 1a 
Baſſee, a Captain of great fame 
and experience, He had Intelli- 
gence,that the Troops which were 
quartered at Eſfterre, de Ia Gornee, 
and the Poſts adjacent, (intended 
to be employ'd, in the Army of 
the Prince of Condy) were mok - 
of them drawn away to a Gene- 


.ral Rendezvouz, and that there 


re- 
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remain'd in their quarters not a- 
bove 700 Trifh Foot under the 
Command of Colonel Morphz, and 
about 70 Horſe under the Baron 
of Lambech: upon this Intelli- 
gence he march'd out of /4 Baſſee, 
wita 430 Firelocks, and a hun- 
dred Horſe, and by a Bridge of 
Boats paſs'd the River Lis, be- 
ewixt E'feerre and Armentiers, and 
tell into the quarters of Aorphi's 
Regiment, he commanded the 
Sieur 4 Avogadre Camp-Maſter 


tothe Regiment of Piemont, to. 


paſs the River with ſome Fire- 
locks, whilſt he kept his Poſt with 
his Horſe, and the remainder of 
his Poot on the other fide, to re- 
lieve them as @ reſerve upon any 
occaſion. On the 13 of F«xe a- 
bout midnight, the Sieur de /4 Tre- 
05 Serjeam- Major of the Town of 
la Baſſee, advanc'd with a hundred 
Firelocks, and charged them fo 
briskly, that though their oppoſi- 

tion 
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on was very good,he beat them in- 
to the Church,where they defend- 
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ed themſelvs afterwards for above 
two hours; but at laſt theRoyaliſts 
having ſecur'd the door, the 71riſh 
which were 300 ſoldiers, 7 Cap- 
tains with other inferiourOfficers) 
were glad to ſurrender and becom 
priſoners of War, Colonel Morph: 
ſaved himſelf by the benefic of the 
night, From. thence the Count 
advanced to the Fort,but he found 


it forſaken, and having march'd 


up and down the.Neighboriag Vil- 
lages, he return'd to /a Baſſce with 
conſiderable booty. 

Theſe Rumours awakened: the 
Prince of Coxay, and doubtleſs'he 
would without delay have:takeh 
the Field, had not the taking of 
the 300000 Royals by the Engliſh 
(as aboyeſaid)retarded the proviſt- 
ons of Horſe,which were with thar 
money to have been bought, both

ing or repairing of their Mills neg- 
lected, and the other Machines 
laid (as on purpoſe) out of the 
way,ſo that their meal failing,and - 
the Bakers unable to furniſh-Bread 
for ſuch a number of people, that 
coming in great multitudes to re- 
ceive their diſtributions, began 
to believe that their neceſſities 
would be great, and that it was 
therefore time to think rather of 
the publick ſafety, then of their 
private intereſt, Beltdes this, the 
care 
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careand Government of the-Hoſs 
pitals was utterly left off , and 
the pour people fent - to their 
doors, who were ſuppoſd to be 
the moſt concern'd in- the Conti- 
Quation of: the War , . and this 
was done, -that by: their miſerable 
clamours | and- importugitys they 
might be brought ro conſiler, that 
Not being. longer able , to con- 
tend with, thole calamitiesy- their 
beſt, way would be';;40- mode: 
xzate the Obftinacy, whieh- cauſed 
them. | 

The ſight of theſe Troops of 
POOr .Creatu res,ſighing An begging 
at their gates who where efteem'd 
the authors of the War'-. had a 
wonderfull influence to diſpoſe 
them to peace, whileſt they began 
to feare leaſt thoſe very poor. pe0- 
.ple of whom they had made uſe 
for raiſing - thoſe deſturbances, 
ſhould fall uppon them and pillage 
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their houſes. It was alſo propoſed 
to the Religious orders to expoſe 
the Holy Sacrament in all the 
Churches of the Towne, veiled 
with black, to fignify that God 
Almighty was diſpleaſ'd with,and 
deteſted that Rebellion ; Bur the 
Counſellors of Parliament and the 
Princes ſuffer'd it to be expoſ'd-in 
the great Church only, to imply 
that they defired of God a General 
peace,which was the pretence they 
made vſe of to foole,-and. delude 


the poor people. 


In this kind of deftration they 
continued till Fedneſday the gth of 
Fuly 1653. Upon which” day, after 
divers private-conferences, ſeveral 
Marchants mett - publickly upon 
the Exchange, and declared it was 
high time for them to ſhute; up 
their Shops, ſeeing they were-not 
lie to have. any more Trading 
during the Wars.

The reputation therefore this de 
Bas had in the common opinion, 
was the cauſe the Citizens were 
ſo obſtreporous for his enlarge - 
ment, as to threaten a Commoti- 
on, without immediate ſatisfacti- 
on, The Prince of Conty and Mar- 
fn, with the greatcſt part of the 
Nobility and Officers in the Town 
got on Horſeback forthwith z the 
City- Companies, waole Captains 
ſor the moſt part were of the Fa- 
Gion of the olmiere, were com- 
manded to their Arms: but the 
Butchers, led up by one Gilbeytzand 
Maſter Iſaac arm'd with Muſque- 
toons,and other weapons,cried out 
for Peace, and that if any one had 
any particular diſguſt, he ſhould 
revenge himſelf with his own 
hands as he could, and not endan-

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Fer 'the Lives of the whole 

ity, A MHollander, that had 
Houſe -and Family in/ the City, 
told 2arſis to his face, ' that 
they knew how to die , but 
not aarcveng'd, and that their 
deaths would, not trouble them, 
ſo they died free-men,. Art.this, 
being all amazed, it was ;con: 
cluded that all the 01; ſhould 
meet in the Town-houſe after 
dinner, where ſeveral things were 
propos'd,and theplurality ot Voices 
concurr'd in this, to aſſault the Ci- 
'tizens inhabiting the Quarter to- 
wards Rochel, and the New-fſtreet, 
and to bring down the great Guns 
againſt'them. The Prince of Conty 
was. of a contrary opinion, and 
thought it better - to expect the 
Jadges and Conſuls of the City, 
who were coming to beg of him 
with great -ſubmiſſon:, that he 
would not ſuffer the good  Citi- 
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zens of the Town to be abus'd and 
ruin'd in compliance with the ot- 
wicri, who were about him, and 
had threatned 'to plunder their 
houſes. 
The Merchants appeared before 
him, and intreated for Peace, as 
the only probable way to pre- 
vent greater diſorders, The Prince 


. reply'd, * That he wonld not ſubje& 


any body by compulſion, though 
it was eaſe for him to do it 3 but 
if they would remain conſtant.to 
the ſervice of his Brother the 
Prince of Coxdy and himſelf, he 
would protect /them and their 
intereſt , and by their . unani- 
mity all the difficulties would 
eaſily be overcome, which their 
dilentions increaſed , and ren- 
dred paſt Remedy: and that he 
would adviſe with his Counſel 
what was beſt to be Cone in this 
Aﬀair. 

| During 
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During theſe tumults at Bourde- 
a#x, the Count de Fieſco had his 
Diſpatch at theCourt of Spain,and 
imbarking in aFrigat at St. Sebaſls- 
an, he arrived at the Port Tefta ai 
Bus, where at his landing he found 
all the Citizens in Arms for the 
King,and had much ado to eſcape; 
bur his Ship remain'd at the diſ- 
cretion of thoſe Bores z who took 
it and all that was in it, making 
uſe of their Artillery againſt the 
Forts of 1a Tefte de Bus, and Sertes, 
which were Garriſon'd by the 
Princes Souldiersz to keep open the 
paſſage for thoſe that went and 
came from Spain, To theſe Coun- 
trey-men the Count Marrs, joyn'd 
with 600 Foot, with which recruit 
in five or {ix days both thoſe Poſts 
were taken. 

The Count de Fieſco arriving at 
Bordeaux the twelfth of Fuly, went 
immediatly to the Town-houſe 
with the Prince of Copty, where 
with 
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with greatRhetorick he magnify'd 
the power and greatnefs of the 
King of 5p4in, and aſſured the 01- 
micrs Of a ſpeedy and effecual 
ſupply of Men, Money, Ships and 
all other proviſions: Affirming he 
had ſeen ſo great, and fo forward 
preparations in the Porto aiPaſſage, 
that it could not be long before ir 
would appear. Upon this News 
there was a ſolemn Aſſembly ap- 
pointed by the ſeveral Companies 
inthe City, where the ſaid Count 
made the ſame relation, and 
with fo much the more Zeal, by 
how much it was farther from the 
truth, 

Theſe promiſes and repreſenta- 
tions were receiv'd by the honeft 
party with horror,but ſome Coyn- 
ſellors of the Parliament, blinded 
with their own vanity, ſaid, that 
the King of Spain's Courteſy was 
not to be abus'd, under whoſe Pro- 
teion all things would be happi- 


ly 
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ly concluded, with abſolute quiet 
and liberty. But notwithſtanding 
all 'this, the next day the Prefidial 
Court(which is a Magiſtracy con- 
ſiſting of abour 30 perſons, ta 
whom belongs the adminiſtration 
of ordinary Juſtice) deputed ſome 
perſons to the. Prince of Coxty,and 
requeſted of him in expreffe terms, 
that they might have Peace, re- 
preſenting, that they ought not ſo 
eaſily to beleive the relation of 
Fieſco, who was biafl'd by the paſ- 
ſion he had for the ſervice of his 
King, by which he drew profit 
ro himſelf, receiving Gifts and Pre- 
ſents from his Catholick Majeſty, 
to whom he told as many falfities 
as he had done there, After

ing diſcover'd' by ſome who were

intention of the Frondeurs, and 
underſtood how much it - imported 
them--not to loſe time, they re- 
mained behind in the Exchange 
with ſome other of their friends; 
and befides thoſe they had with. 
them the day before, getting ſome 
other active Perſons, they hear: 
tened their Deputies, who at 
that inſtant were at the Arch- 
bifhops Palace, and ſtartled Mar- 
ſn, their number being encrea- 
ſed to above 2000 perſons, they 
aſſaulted the houſe of Bleru, who 
was at that time an Agent in 
Eneland, that by this means the 
rumult, (which they noiſed abroad 
to be much increaſed)might diſpoſe

arrived, he found the City: much 
altered by the Artifices of Marfin, 
who (having been at the Burſe, to

mollift'd the hearts of thoſe who 
had been exaſperated againſt him, 
and by the diſtribution of Mo- 
ney amongſt the Plebeians, cap- 
tivateda good part of them, par- 
ticularly thoſe of the Fraternity of 
Saint Foha,{wnich are ſo numerous 
they ſeldome appzar leſs then 1500 
in their proceſſion upon that Saints 
cay)ſo that he cauſd them to faſten

Virlada,aftonifh'd at this change, 
rid amongſt chem with a Trumpet 
of the Duke of Candales before 
him, ſnatching from ſome of them 
their Red Ribbons, giving them 
white; and caſting ſome Moneys a- 
mongft them, he cauſfd themquick- 
ly to change their note,and cry out 
as

being in private Treaty with him 
at that time, who took great pains 
to remove him from. all contrary 
ſentiments ; he finally reſolv'd to 
ſubſcribe the ſuſpenſion of Arms, 
which was ſolemnly publiſh'd, and 
went to the Exchange to declare 
openly , that he renounc'd al 
leagues and - confederacies with 
Spain. 

Here were likewiſe read theAr-

Majeſty of Spain, who diſcourfing 
politickly among themſelvys, ſa1d,

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Ar length having iſſued out Or- 
ders for diſpoſing the Souldiers in- 
to their Winter-quarters upon the 
Frontiers, with the leaſt grievance 
ro the ſubje& as was poſhible,he re- 
turn'd with the King to Paris, 
where his Majeſty made his entry 
in great triumph, and was recei- 
ved with incredible applauſe, and 


with ſuch admiration of the: 


Cardinals Management, that his 
name became venerable, and 
was immortalized by the --very 
Tongues of thoſe who had formet- 
ly traduc'd him. By order like- 
wiſe of the Cardinal, Count H- 
court was treated withal, for the 
accommodating his Aﬀairs, and 
ro draw him out of Br;/ac, upon a 
jealouſie that he might treat with 
ſome foreign Prince, and endanger 
that importaat place : but the bu- 
fineſs was interrupted upon the 
very point of Concluſion ; | for 
whilſt he ſeemed content. with the 


Government of vjos, and the

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Town of /a Fere, in lieu of his 


Government of A/ſatis, being miſ- 
chievouſly informed of a deſign of 
ſeizing the Prince of Armaynac his 
eldeſt fon, who was following his 
ſtadies in Paris, he caus'd him to 
ſteal away ſecretly, and come 
to him to Briſas, whereupon 
the whole Negotiation ceaſed,and 
their jealouſtes and diffidences re- 

vived, 
lc was the general opinion, that 
Count Harcourt, being a Perſon of 
ralour, and having ſuch Fortreſſes 
in his hand, would puſh on his Af- 
fairs co the higheſt pitch, the berter 
to capitulate, and make his advan- 
tage for his reeſtabliſhment at 
Court ; but they were miſtaken in 
their Account, he had too noble a 
mindco engagein any Action that 
might reflect upon his fidelity,

Harcourt to deliver up 
Briſac without furtherExpoſtulati- 
on,and to retire to his Government 
of Al{atia,or to Philipshowrg, which 
ſhould be reſtor'd him. TheCount 
ſhew'd himſelf very ready to com- 
ply with his' Majeſties Commands, 
entred into a Treaty with theMare- 
ſchal, and accepted the Articles, 
which both ſubſcribed to,by which 
it was agreed, That 40000 Piſtols

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The Mareſchal diſparch'd away 
the Sicur de Brinoxe, his Nephew, 
with the Articles,to have them ra- 
tified at Court.Buc theCardinal be- 
ing aſſur'd that Hare:wre could not 
treat with the Spaniards, as not ha- 
ving the Town abſolutely at his 
command; much leſs with the Em- 
peror, who would not hearken to 2+ 
ny ſuch Propofition,as well for the 
3 millions,which the French were to 
pay to theArch-Dake,Charles Fere 
dinand of Inſpurg, according to the 
treaty of Merfe » aS alſo not to 
give the French occaſion to caule the 


Swedes to return into Germany. The 


Mareſchals Agreement was diſap- 
proy'd,and the Sicurs deBrinon,and 
D' Rautichamp who was ſent allo to 
theCourt by theCount for the ſaid 
Ratification, were ſent back with 
Orders to revoke what had paſt ; 
wherupon the Sieur deSeveterrewrit 
by Brinen to his ſon, that he ſhould 
not be diſguſted becauſe the Ar- 
ticles werenot approv'd,but to obzy 
without further diſpute, The 
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The Mareſchal obſerv'd the Or. 
ders punctually, and ſent Brinon wo 
the Count with his Letters of ex- 
caſe, telling him, that the King 
had not approved of his Treaty, 
and that therefore there remained- 
nothine for him to do, but to re- 
ſiore all things into their priſtine 
condition, putting Bri/ac immedi- 
ately into his hands z and that he 
was marching forthwith into 4l- 
ſatis with his Army, to reduce ſuch 
places as ſhould refuſe to ſubmit, 
Harcourt was much troubled at this 
unexpected News, complaining he 
was deluded, and urged that the 
Mareſchai was obliged to make 
good his Parol:z for which: rea- 
ton he kept Brinon Priſoner, but to 
no purpole z for the Mareſchal 
canled MonlieurD' Hautichamp to be 
ſecured, and ſent away the Sieur 
de Cafelzau Lientenant-General, 
to reduceTanres. D'. H autichamp per- 
ceiving all his inftances for his li- 
-, berty 
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berty ineffectual, - he defired. the 
Mare(chal to conkder him ab a 


Priloner of War, and permlir ham 


to go out upon his Parole, which 
being granted, he proceeded in his 
journey towards Briſac, and arri- 
ving at Tarnes, at the very if- 
ſtant that Cafſtelnas” Was about 
ſtorming the ſuburbs which were 
entrench'd, he writ ſuddenly to 
the Mareſchal, intreating him to 
cauſe them to forb:ar the aſlault ; 
and aſluring him the Count de Her- 
court ſhould command the Sieur 
& Grum Covernour of that place 
ro open the Gates, But the Ma- 
reſchal looking upon this as a de- 
lay, only to gain time, would not 
condeſcend to - any. Protraction : 
Whereupon the {aburbs being 
taken, and a Ceſlatioh granted by 
Caftelnan,tillD Hantichamp return- 
ed 3. he. departed with all ſpeed, 
and viſiting the- Mareſchal} by the 
way, who'gaye him hopes that the 
Os5 Truce 
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Truce ſhould be continued till'the 
gth, of March in the morning, that 
he might have time to return with 
an Anſwer from Byiſac ; but not- 
withſtanding the Truce, the Town 
was ſharply aſſaulted, upon intel- 
ligence of whieh, Count Harcourt 
diſpatched Orders with all ſpeed to 
Monſieur Grum to receiv? . the 
Kings Troops into the Town, 
without further Conteſt : D 
Hautichamp ſent away the Or- 
cers over night by a Souldier 
of the Kings Guards, and was 
there himſelf in theMorning early: 
* But the Mareſchal, not willing to 
receive from Harcourt the thing he 
knew he could compaſs himlelf, 
would not be ſpoke with, and in the 
mean-while theTown was ſtormed, 
whereCaftelnau receiv'd a hurtwith 
aMusquet-ſhor,8& ſeveral otherOt- 
ficers on both ſides were wounded, 
. .., The Governour, - in confidence 
of theTreaty with the Mareſchal,

coming out of the Town to dilſ- 
courſe the buſineſs with him, - was 
taken Priſoner z the Kings forces 
entred the Town, plundred the 
Governours houſe, and he him- 
ſelf was condemn'd to pay 3000 
Piſtols, to his great regret, com- 
plaining he had been betray'd un- 
der the Publick faith. 

At length Hautichamp obtained 
liberty to ſpeak with the Mare- 
(chal, who becauſe the Regiment 
of Lorraix had been introduced in- 
to Tannes, (whereas at firſt hede- 
manded only the Town, and had 
promis'd, as Count Harcows af- 
firmel, not to meddle with the 
Caltle,) inſiſted to have that like- 
wile ſurrendred, allowing the Go- 
yvernour only four days time to Cx+ 
pet Orders from the Count. 
Harcourt again by this laſt AQion 


reſolved to take away all Ob- 


FQions that could be made againſt 
his fincerity , and at the ſame 
time 
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time che releas'd Brinon, and ſent 
back D Hautichamp totheMareſchal, 
and thence to the Court,.to aſ- 
ſure his Majeſty of his ſubmiſſion 
without further reſerve, and that 
he would retire forthwith to Ph 
lipsbourg,and there attend his Roy- 
al pleaſure, In this manner this 
Prince left Byiſac,at the ſame time 
Charlersy, having received his Ar- 
rears,theGarriſon waschanged,and 
Monſieur de Befemaux Captain ofthe 
Cardinals Guards was made Go» 
vernour, with whom yvere left (c- 
veral other Officers, entirely de- 
pending on the King. 

This Afﬀair having ſucceeded,as 
- the Cardinal (contrary tothe opi- 
anion of many of the Council) had 
preſaged, contributed much to his 
reputation, and rendred his merits 
more conſiderable to the Crown, 
The Cardinal after all this aſſured 
the Duke & Elbenf, that being 
thoxowly informed gf theſincerity 
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of - Count Harcourt, he had the 
(ame kindneſs for him as former- 
ly, & that ſeeing he had fubwitted 
himſelf ſo ingenuouſly, he would 
take an opportunity that he ſhould 
have abſolute ſatisfaction, The 
Court remain'd very well pleas'd 
with the Reſpe& anG-neroſity of 
theCount in that Action; but thoſe 
who were emulous of his glory, 
and with ſeveral ſuggeſtions had 
wounded his reputation \ were 
much aſtoniſh'd and confus'd. 

The Duke 4 Antzlle, who not 
many dayes before had been 
banith'd the Court, was rc- 
calld, and receiv'd into favour 
again, both by the King 7nd 
the Cardinal. The _diipleaſure 
was grounded upon this, that ha. 
ving promiſed ro 'xrelign his Gq- 
vernment'of Limonſin, which was 
delign'd for the Mareſchal de Tu- 
renne, ig recompence of his ſer- 


vices perform'd for the Crown, by 
the 
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the inſtigation of the Arch-biſhop 
of Burges, > Amville ſeemed 
unwilling to give his. Conſent, 
whereupon the Court having en- 
gaged their word to Tyrenne, 
thought themſelves. obliged *to 
make it go0d, as well t» (atisfie 
him, (who otherwiſe might have 
thought himſelf eluded) as to fig- 
nifie his Majeſti?s reſentment to 
the Duke, bur he, acknowledging 
his fault, and having perfornd 
what he promisd, was reſtor'd a- 
9410 to Conrt. 

Whilſt the Mareſchal 4: Hoquiz- 
conrtwas preparing for his jour- 
ney into Catalonia, the States of 
Languedec that Winter were held 
at Pezenas, a Town and Caſtle 
ſeated upon the Cenfluence of the 
two Rivers, the Peyze and the F- 
rant; the Marqueſs de Pleſſis Bel- 
liere reſiding there, and finding the 
humour of thoſe people, by the 
iofelicicy of the times more il- 


pos'd 
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pogd tro FaRions and Cabals, then 
ro pay their Contributions to the 
Xing, he uſed all poſſible means to 
reduce them to their obedience 
and at laſt perceiving the ſaid 
States reſolved to contribute .no- 
thing, unleſs the Troops were 
drawn out of that Province: and 
knowing that the Proviſions of 
Oats for the Horle, and other Ne- 
ceſſaries for the Camp , were 
to be made out of the Benevolen- 
ces of that Country, which would 
amount to a very little, if nothing 
was given by the States, and by 
conſequence the Army would be 
uncapable of doing any thing c: n- 
liderable: He offered to take the 
Field, if any reaſonable Contri- 
bution would be made cowards the 
ſubſiſtence of the Army, to which 
the. States were well enough incli- 
ned: He conſidered moreover, that

the Town, a great Moor, and 
ſeveral Canals and Ditches, but 
as ſoon as thzy ſaw Night ap- 
proaching, and that the Frexc 
Rearguard was athand: Their 
Horſe,which had faced the enemy 
cill their Foot and baggageMarch'l 
off, b2gan to face abour, and retir 
under the benefit of cheNight,lea- 
ving only 2200 Men in Caſtillon,to 
hinder 
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binder the advance of the French, 

The Marqueſs de Pleſſis Belliere 
call'd a Council of War, to conſ1- 
der whether they ſhou!d follow-the 
Enemy or not, and it was conclg« 
ded in the Negative, becauſe ina 
Country full of difficult and ſtratc 
paſſes as that was, it was impoſ- 
ible to force the Enemy to fight, 
unleſs he had awind to it himſelf ; 
Belides,their proviſion of V ietuals 
was not yeecome up to the Army, 
and chey ſhould be neceffitated in 


-2 ſhort time, to return for want of 


it, to the great prejudice of therr 
reputation. amongſt taoſe people, 
accuſtomed ro jug of things ac- 
cording to their outward appear- 
ance, and it concern'd the French, 


to preſerve their friendſhip. It was 


reſvlv'd on therefore to take Caſ/zl- 
len, defore they procdeded any fu1 -

To this purpoſe two Piet; 
of Cannon were ſent for from 4.

on to return into Spain, by the way 
of Fonterabbis, which was a long 
way about. The Frexch found in 
the Town ſix Pieces of Cannon, 
and 5000 pound of Powder,which 
came very ſeaſonably ro them, 
having ventured upon that Enter- 
prize, very ill provided with Am- 
munition : During this ſiege Pleſ- 


þs Bellicre fent the Marqueſs de 


Bellefonds with part of his troops 
to attaque Zmponrics, the Tower 
of Medes,and ſome other ſmall pla- 
ces, ail of them yielding upon the 
ſame Conditions as thoſe of Ca- 


fillon.

The Frenth, before they efitred 
into 
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into Catalonia, knowing the Iriſh 
not to b2 ov-r-well ſatisfied with 
the Spaniards, they invited them 
co their party, male them very al.

ed them likewiſe to throw down 
the works the Spaniards had made 
about Roſes and Chatrillon,commir- 
ting the Care of it to the Gover- 
nour, who remain'd in the place 
witha Regiment of Foor, and an- 
other of Horſe z but he negleRing 
to put theſe Orders in execution 
was puniſhy'd ſeverely. 

Having intelligence afterwards,

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ſign of the enemy, they retired im- 
mediately within their lines 3 
which were very large, ſtrong and 
deep, with a well contrived bank, 
and flanked with four or five 
Stone-houſes,well-lined withMus- 
quetiers. 

Theſe fortifications made ex- 
aQtly according to the Rules of 
Art, began ac the walls of an 
Hoſpital in the Suburbs, and-end- 
ed at a little Brook that was not 
fordeable. In the mean time the 
Night approach'd, moſt part of 


he Souldiers wanted powder, and 


the Waggons which carried that 
little they had, were not. come 
op; this notwithſtanding, the 
Sonldiers expreſs'd great defire to 
hight z wherefore not to deny them 
this ſatisfaction any longer, Pleſſis 


Belliere took all his Horſe along 


with him,with 700 Foot, andcau- 
liag every one of them ,to take a 
faggot on his back, he paſt the 

P River 
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River on the left hand not far 
from the Town, and Bellefongs did 
the ſame about. 50 Paces below 
him. 

There were other troubleſome 
Paſſes betwixt the River and the 
Spaniſh Camp, ſo that it was Mid. 
nighe before their Forelorn could 
arrive there, where they found the 
Trenches ſtuck with lighted 


Matches, and approaching, , per-' 


ceived the enemy was gone. 

Pleſs Belliere fent out ſeveral 
(mall parties, for intelligence 
which way they were gone , why 
having ſought them all night tono 
purpole, in the Morning they del- 
cried them upon the Mountain be- 
hind the City. 

The French had left their Bag: 
oage on the other fide of the Ri- 
ver, with ſome few Foot to {e- 
cure it, and attend the coming of 
their Cannon ; the Spaniards pet- 

 ceiving it, caus'd their Horle to 
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march down. from- the Mountain 
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paſſing thorow the Town, with de- 
ſign to have plundred ir, but they 
reckon'd without their Hoſt, ſor 
no ſooner were they obſerv'd to 
march that way, but the French 
immediately ſent feven or «<ight 
Squadrons over the River, who 
conſtrain'd them to quit their de- 
fign, and betake themſelves again 


tothe Mountain 3 after which the 


Baggage and Cannon paſt over 
theRiver with the reſt of theFoor, 
So ſoon as their Ammunition arri- 
ved, which was expected from Nay- 
bon, the French encamp'd in the 
open Field, within half- Cannoa- 
ſhot of che Mountain and the town, 
ſo that if the enemie drew down 
their Foot to defend Giroxa; in 
that caſe they reſolved to atcaque 
the Mountain, and if they ttirr'd 
not, they ſhould be able to attaque 
and take the Town, at a cheaper 
"ace, 
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Girona isa great City, fitnate 
upon the ſide of a Mountain, en- 
compaſs'd with a wall, and flank- 
ed with ſome little Towers, The 
Houſes of the Town ſerve as a 
Parapet on that f1de next the Ri. 
ver Fer, which waſhes it on the 
right ſide, ſo that it would have 
Deen no hard matter to have taken 
it, had there not been an Army to 
defend it, The French were Ma- 
ſters of the Field, their Convoys 
came to them without any danger, 
and in every skirmiſh (which were 
very frequent) the Spaniards were 
ſtill worſted: Bell.ere endeavord 
by all ways to debauch the Spa- 
iſh Souldiersz who both Horſe 
and Foot, came over to them in 
ſuch numbers, thar the Officers 
themſelves were forc'd to be a 
Guard to their own Souldiers, the 
Triſh had. promiſ'd to come in entire

The Town began to be w_—_ 
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f;x want of Proviſions; Their 
Horſe already for ſome days had 
nothing to-ſuſtain them, but what 
Graſs they could gather upon the 
Parapetts of the Wall, 

The Spaniſh Generals perceiving 
their troops dailydecreafing,to pre- 
ſerve themſelves on theMountain, 
they had built three Forts; And de- 
fign'd(as was collected by ſome in- 
tercepted” Letters) to ſend away 
part of their Horſe to Barcellona,as 
well to give them ſome refreſh- 
ment from their ſufferings in the 
Siege, as that they might joyn with 
the Conſtable of Caſtile, who was 
preparing an Army to releive Giro- 
nt The French hereupon were con- 
ſtrain'd to very hard duty, in {0 
much that they kept their Horſes 
Sadled Night and Day.

He caus'd all things tv be pre-

On the 29. of 0#ober 1653. he 
paſſed the Mountaines, and the 
next Morning put the {aid Convoy 
into Roſes The French Army ad:

. The Garriſon in Cafi{hon reti- 
red likewiſe in all .haſte. The 6, 
of November, Belliere having the 
Van, commanded ont 109 Horſe 
to, diſcover the enemy 3 who.

Squadrons of Spaniards. on the GC» 
ther fide of che River towards Ser- 
vid, Hoquincourt and Belliere being 
at that time together,they march'd 
with all ſpeed.to. the- River: banks 
and Belliexe being acquainted with 
the Fordeable places, by _— of

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the Mareſchal, he paſsd over 
and put. himſelf in purſuit of 
theſe Squadrons, with ſo much 
expedition and ſo good ſucceſs, 
that he overtook them, charg'd' 
them, and beat them as far as 
Bordilles, one of their quar- 
ters, where they endeavoured 
to rally by the affiſtance of 
thoſe that were there, but they 
were routed again , and pur- 
fued to another of their Poſts, 
and from thence to their Head- 
quarters, where meeting with: 
freſh Troops, they turned * face 
and fought bravely. for ſome 
time, but having the diſadvan- 
tage of the ground, they were 
at length quite broken and dif- 
pers'd,many ſlain and wounded,and 
many Priſoners, and all their bag- 
Sage takenand plundred- Of the 
French few were (lain and wound- 
ed,andonly the twoYFallaveirs;bro-

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chers, taken Priſoners, by enga. 
ing teo far into a Squadron 
of Spaniſh Officers, who were 
retreating very bravely toward 
Girona. 


Aﬀer tliis defeat the French 
Troops lodged themſelves with- 
out any diſturbance, in the ſame 
quarters that had' been taken up 
for the Spaniards, though more 
enlarged , that they might ſub- 
fit the longer in thoſe parts, 
and with more convenience , 
till the Arrival of Monſieur 
Picoy, who was expected from 
Court with the Kings Or- 
ders for their Winter-quarters in 
Frances 


And in this poſture the French 
Army continued about two months 
inLampurdam,the Spaniards not da- 
riug to- approach them in the 
leaſt. 
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leaſt, 'The 20,0f December, Picoy 
arrived {rom Court with Or- 
ders from the King, for their Win- 
ter quartets, upon which a Coun- 
ſe] of Officers being called, it was 
concluded how theTroops were to 
be diſpos'd: In the mean time, 
they ſupply'd Roſes with all man- 
ner of Proviſions, and tranſported 
thither whatever they could finde 
in Lampridamy, On the 27. of De- 
cemb. 1653, the French Army re- 
paſsd the Mountains, and as ſoon 
as they were entred into Roſſillow, 
the Mareſchal gave Orders to Bel- 
liere for the quartering of his 
Troops, who having diſtributed 
anddiſpatch'dthem to their ſeveral 
places, he took his farewel of the 
Mareſchal, and repair'd to the 
Court , according to the leave 
granted him by the King, Hoquin- 
court ſtay'd with the Army, diſtri-

Proviſions for them as were con- 
yenient. 

Whilſt the Cardinal was buſted 
in the functions of the Field, and 
intent upon the taking of St, * 
Menchand, the Counteſs. of Man- 
cigi and Martinoz5i,his Siſters, with 
one of their daughters, (who after 
te Parentage betwixt the Pope's 
Family, and the Houſe of Barta- 
rini, were departed from Rome) 
arrived in Provence,, . receiving 
great honours in all places where 
they. paſsd ,, and particularly: un 
Genoua, where' they were. receiv'd 
wih the greateſt ſplendour that 
could be. expected from the Gene* 
rolity of that State , and befit: 
ting the merits of their Brother, 
and the dignity cf thoſe Lazirs; 
who among their other vertuecs 
wer: adorn'd with admirable Mo- 
deſty, and a noble behay ur, 
They Ray'd i0 Provence ſome day $, 

The- Court: being return'd to 
Paris, 
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Paris , theſe Ladies repair'd thi. 
ther alſo, and were receiv'd with 
extraordinary affection and civi- 

liry, not only. by the Grandees of 
the Court, but by their Majeſties 
them felves. 

The Prince of Coty arriving at 
Cadillac,found Lavxglade theCardi. 
nals Secretary there lying fick, 
In the Diſcourſe they had toge- 
ther, the Prince intimated to him 
his deſign of reconciling himſelf 
to the Court, and to fulfil the 
laſt Precepts he receiv'd from his

of their friends, had conſtrain'd 
himto ſeparate from his Brother, 
ſo that he was reduced at preſent 
roa neceſſity of remaining in an 
ill condition, where ever ke was, 
if hedid not find out ſome expedi- 
ent, £0 return with glory and ad- 
vantage to his former obedience, 
and preſerve his -family in the 
ſame ſtate and condition in which 
his father left ic. 

He foreſaw, that to retire into 
$94in,would not only be againft his 
own genius, but alſo expoſe him to 
his Brothers revenge, who bein 
prepoſleſs'd by the ſiniſter Infor 
mations of AMarſpþn and Lenet, 
would certainly deſpiſe him. He 
conſidered co retire into 1taly, or 
to any of his houſes in France, he 
could not ayoid the ſuſpicions of 
the Court , ſo that either the 
one way or the other , his 
life in the very flower of his 
Age, would become unhappy, = 
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and unworthy the vivacity of hi 
ſpiric. He<reupon, conſ1lering with 
himſelf what was moſt eſſential 
to his own intereſt, and having 
prudentiy weighed what he was to 
do, he found the only way to con- 
ſerve himſelf in the quality he 
was born, was to introduce him- 
ſelf,by ſome ſtritAlliance,jnto an 
entire friendſhip with the prime 
Miniſter, and by conſequence intg 
the Kings favour. Of theſe 
thoughts he gave ſome little hint 
to the aforeſaid Lazglade, . but did 
not declare himſelf too far: A 
while after he diſcover'd his mind 
more freely to the Duke of Cay- 
aale, whom he look'd upon as his 
particular friend; and he was not 
at ail deceived, for the Duke con- 
curring in his opinion, - approved 
his judgment as very prudent and 
well-grounded, and with a gene- 
rous frankneſs encourag'd him to 
proceed, though he himſelf at the

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ſame time was in treaty of Marri- 
age with the ſame Lady, and did 
moſt ardently- defire the accom- 
liſhment of it.

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to whom he had ſent Roxſelot his 
Secretary z having ſent likewiſe 
for the Prince Palatine of Seltz- 
bach, in the place of bis Brother, 
killed at the battel of Rhetel, with 
defign to marry him to his daugh- 
ter. By thediſpleaſure he expreſsd 
for the aſhſtance granted to the 
Prince of Condy, by whoſe Treaty 
with the Court of Spaiz, he pre-

Houſes of Loyraiz and Bowrbon;not 
being able to endure that the Prince 
of Condy ſhould be Maſter, not only 
of Stenay, Clermont, and other pla- 
ces belonging to Lorrain, but of the 
Conqueſts they ſhould make in 
France allo,with the affiſtance of his 
forces. He complain'd of theſe 
things very earneſtly, urging, that 
Condy might be obliged at leaſt to 
deliver him one of. the Towns in 
his Poſſeſſion, belonging to Zorrarn, 
or otherwiſe, that he mightequal-

For the better execution of his 
deſign, the Count with great dex- 
terity had gain'd certain of the 
Dukes chief Officers, but without 
the leaſt diſcovery of his Plot: he 
made ſureof ſeveral] who promilſed 
roſtand by him in whatever he at- 
tempted. The late occaſion the 
Duke gave, was of very great im- 
portance for the furtherance of this 
Aﬀair ; for hereby they ſhould not 
only pacifie the Ele&or, but (a-

Ing never proceeded to any ſeverity 
againſt thoſe who abandoned thtir 
Country,ſeeing they follow-d the 
fortune and commands of their 
Prince) his Clemency would prove 
too prejudicial. to his affaires, he 
Sreſoly'd, as in juſtice he is bound, 
to have recourſe to all ſuch means 
are in his power, to repreſs them 
ad make them ſenſible of his in- 
R3 dig. 
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dignation, ſince they ating in- 
cireRtly againſt the intereſt of his 
Crowngas alſo againſt theintereſts 
of their owa Duke and his Fami- 
ly, for whom his Maj.ſty has 
always ſuihciently manifetted 
his cſteem and affection. having 
many times, (as 1s notorious ta 
all the world) offered the ſaid 
Duk2 co reſtore him to hisCoun- 
trey, if he would dcſert the Spx- 
niſh intereſt, and come over to 
his Partie; but he could never 
be brought to any reſolution, to 
prevent the diſgrace which is at 
length fall:n upon him y imagin- 
ine pzrhaps, that by refuſing (uch 
conſiderable anl advantageaus 
Propoſitions from France; and by 
his ſtrict Alliance with Spain, (10 
long continned, and with ſuch ex- 
traordinary conſtancy) he ſhould 
have deſerved of them: another 
kind of recompence, then to be 
laidin priſon, and deprived of his 
ſtate, His 
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His Majeſtie therefore Orders, 
and expreſly- commands all Offi- 
cers, Souldi:rs, and other Natives 
of Lorrain and Barrots, ſerving in 
the Army of the ſaid Duke, anq 
that are any way engaged with rhe 
Spaniards, to abandon them, and 
retire themlelves within the ſpace 
of 15 days after the Publication 
hereof, into the Frontiers © of 
France, either to take up Armes 
under his Majeſtie (in which caſe 
they ſhall be entertained and u- 
{ed as the reſt under his Com- 
mand) or to return ifto their Na- 
tive Countreys, or wherever elſe 
their Eſtates do liz, provided they 
make a Declaration in authentick 
manner and form before the Kings 
Judges,in thoſe places where they 
ntend to refide, or the next they 
can meet with, never to bear Arms, 
nor to engage dired]y or indirectly 
upon any account to the prejudice 
of hisMajeſties ſervice, under pe- 
talty (to thoſe which tranſgreſs

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ow the time allottzd) of being 
declar'd guilty and convict of Hioh 
Treaſon, and as ſuch, to be treated 
by the confiſcation of their E. 
ſtares, the razing of thceir houſes, 
cutting down cheir w >0ds, and 0- 
ther moſt ſevere Penalties con- 
tain'd in the Orders upon {ſuch 
crimes, His Majeftie do-s further.

not many days before arrived 
in Flanders from Germany,) proved 
incftectual, the Manag: ment of 
rhe Spaniſh Miniſters having had 
better ſucceſs then the ſollicitati- 
ons of Cardinal Mazarine: Lie- 
neville excuſing himſelf that he 
had expreſs Orders from Duke 
Charles to obey his brother Duke 
Francis : and this Prince relying 
upon the Promiſes made him of 
being put into the ſame command 
as his Brother, did hope to be able 
to obtain more favour by his own 
merit then by force. 

The Cardinal continued in the 
mean time with prudent Councils,

The Þiltozy of 2371 
force the Spaniardto a Peace, which 
he ſaid they pretended very much

He reaſſumed theNegotiation of 
aLeague with the Prote&or Crom- 
well at London, to {ecure the French 
from the jealouſtes they had rea- 
ſon to conceive of that Nation, 
2t that time in Armes, and free 
from any diverſion elſewhere.
